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CHAPTER 172

AN ACT to create 66.906 (2) (m) of the statutes, relating to applications
for annuities under the Wisconsin retirement fund.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:
66.906 (2) (m) of the statutes is created to read:
66.906 (2) (m) Notwithstanding the provisions of par. (a) 1, when-

ever a participating employe is subject to compulsory retirement in the
absence of action pursuant to sub. (1) (a) permitting continuance such
person shall not be barred from applying for a retirement annuity based
upon service which has terminated.
